Mr. Vest (Ma) called up the resolu 
tion offered by bim last Tuesday, de- 
claring that the American people fav<ir 
bimetulism and tbe free and oulimited 
coinage of both gold and silver, with 
out discriminating against either 
metals; tbat it is also the established 
policy of tbe United States to maintoin 
tbe pantT of the two metals so that the 
Seb^paylng and purchafting power of 
erery dollar shall be at all times equal; 
that it is tbe dutv of cougrc-ss to speed 
ily enact such laws as will effectuate 
and aabitiUn these objects. 

Before beginning his speech in sup- 
port of tbe resolution Mr. Vest had read 
tbe declarations in tbe Republican and 
Democratic platforms on tbe subject of 
lihrir, in order to show that both par' 
t i sa WW wrautieallv agreed on tbat 
oueation. Be-said that ft was time for 
tne peopbi of tbe United States to know 
whether politics were a Juggle and e 
fraud, or whether the solemn declara- 
ttOBioCpartleB were worthy the confi 
MM dl a free people. 

Tuing up the Shenoan tot, Mr. Vest 
apoke of it as a houseless and homeless 
legislative dog with no one even to give 
a bone and without being able to And a 
ksonel in which to hide its dishonored 
head. And, nevertheless, he would vote 
•gainst its repeal without a guarantee 
as solemn aa tne great necessity of the 
people, that rilver shall exist in the 
United States as the money metal. He 
bad been known as the firm and un 
shrinking friend of the pretidont of the 
United States, and has in all his cam 
paign speeches in Missouri declared Mr 
Cleveland to be a bimetalliat, like him- 
self; and tbat they only differed in 
reference to the ratio. He had had the 
right to make that statement, because 
Mr. Qeveland had accepted the nomina- 
jtoa op a platform whiob pledged the 
wraBoeralio ptrtv to bimetaiUsm. It 
btfir beMt aa well known that the Demo- 
oratio par^ stood on tbe doctrine of bi- 
metallism as that it bad met in Chicago 
Md nominated Qrover Cleveland for 
(dho pvsridenov. He (Ud not undertake 
to ti/f, now that tbe preeident was op 
poMato bimetidlism. or that he would 
'^ve his executive sanction to a 
measure to coin silver at a commercial 
ratio with gold; but he did undertake 
to SAy tbat the prsaldont's message was 
most signUoanrefir thM it 'ftUod to 



Mr. Vest spoke of the unfortunate 
condition of the miners of the west: 
and said that the somewhat dramatic 
remark of an ex-senator recently thut 
i n tl»j extreme west the people were 
crying for bread, and that m New York 
they were oylBf n» gwl, waaMtertllj 
true. 

In conduaion Mr. Vest repelled tbe

He deulare<t that the 
Demoeratie party had pledged itself to 
Umetdlism, leaving nothins for con 
gresa^ do ezbept fix thejratio, and in 
sisted that the «honld fnUUI ita 
pledges. 

Mr. Layton (Dem., Ohio) said he 
would vote fuT the bill under consider 
atiou for tlie repeal ol the purohasing 
clause of the Sherman bill, relying upon 
the good faith of the Democratic ad- 
ndwstrsrtion and the Democratic con 
KNSi ttntt in the coming regular session 
some permanent legislafcion would be 
enacted that would give all our people 
some suitable money worth a dollar al I 
tho world round. 

Mr. Patte'-on (Dem., Tenn.) advocat 
ed the rejieal of the purchasing clause 
and criti'.-ised the amendments proposed 
to the pending measure.

BaUey said it 
would lead at oner to a scramble for 
gold by all the nations of the earth, re- 
ducing the prif* of property to be ex 
changed for tbat Kolu to a lower figure 
than ever before known in the history, 
of the world and piraoipitathica nniver^* 
sal panic. 

Mr. Pendleton (Dem., W. Va.) said 
that he woe satikfled that the only way 
that a parity could be brought about 
between silver and gold, wm for tlie 
country to come in accord with thf other 
commercial nations of tho world; and 
when that was done, the promise of tbe 
Democratic national platform wotild 
be kept. 

Mr. Lacey (Rep., la.) spoke in favor 
of an amendment which ne proposed to 
to offer if he had an oi>portunity, pro- 
viding the Wilson act should not take 
effect until the silver circulation 
should bo increased to i}W)fi^O,MO. 

Mr. Warner (Dt in., N. Y.) said that 
he would firr't vote for the repeal of the 
purchase clause of the Sherman act, 
and next he would vote for the coinage 
of gold and silver on aMrity. But 
thecie metals must be of tne same in 
trinsic value. If there ever was 
pledjje made by any party, this Demo- 
cratic pledge was sacred and iilain 
When silver men came and a-ked con 
gress to inaugurate a new and hopeless 
scheme which had already damned tho 
business of the country, ht» must object. 
(Applause). 

Mr. Hutchinson (Dem., Tex.) mad 
a humorous speech in favor of the coin 
age of silver; but before be oonduded 
the house, at 5 o'clock, adjour ned.

During tbe progress of the 
fire a merchant iu another part of the 
dty wee murdered and roblxMl of $115. 

The fire broke out at 2:15 o'clock in 
Lindsay's livery stable. Mr. Lindsay 
waa preparing hoof oiL He poured 
turpentine over this mixture which 
caught fire and soon the nta i>le was in 
flames. A strong wind '-.is blowing at 
the time. »ind an im-u, . ;.t water eup- 
hampered the itv.< •i^'partmenc. 
early a Mnck was v>n)>tnt:u<d before 
the flames were gotten utidrT control 
bv tbe firemen and several hundred 
dtiasne who ergaaiaed a buoket brig- 
ade.

Fourth round— Creed' m led for breast 
but fell slKirt aud got a jab in the ueck 
in return, (ireg.gains countered twice 
on the body, and followed it up by a 
stinging blow in the face. Then he 
ducked a swinging right, only to re- 
ceive a left-hander in the face. Cree- 
don seemed unable to reach his oppo> 
nent, the latter showing himself re- 
markably clever on his feet in nvi.i ling 
rushes. Creedod got home hard i>;i the 
wind with right as the round ende 1. 

Fifth round— Greggains was suffer- 
ing from his last body blow, but ojiened 
the round with a hard right in the face 
and followed it with bis left. The 
round ended slightly in his favor. 

Sixth round— Both men went at it 
hammer and tongs, landing on each 
other in quick succession.
